They were held over to the next term 
of the Boyle circuit court in $1,000 
each. 

Frank P. James, State Auditor, haa 
announced hia intention of preparing a 
detailed statement, charging county 
officers in Kentucky with grafting. The 
Auditor charges that one County Judge 
drew money for the support of a pauper 
idiot for 18 months after the idiot died. 

The >12,000 residence of Judge S. B. 
Dishman. at Barbourville, one of the 
handsomest in Southeastern Kentucky, 
was destroyed by fire. The flames had 
made but little headway when discover- 
ed and the building might easily have 
been saved, but the lack of water hand- 
icapped the firemen. 

J. H. Neff, one of the best known 
buaineas men of Richmond, while driv- 
ing home was thrown from hla buggy 
when hia horse became frightened and 
ran away, injuring him ao severely that 
death resulted a few hours later. Mr. 
Neff was about 60 years of age, had 
been in the poultry business there for 
many years and was widely known 
throughout the country. 

Chairman Mack Predicts Success. 

Norman E. Mack, chairman of the 
liemocratic National Committee, haa 
made known the reasons upon which he 
bases his prediction that New York 
State may safely he regarded as Dem- 
ocratic this year, and they are as fol- 
lows: 

••The Democratic party in New York 
was never more united, not even in 
1x92, than it is this year.
